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PREFACE 


Noteworthy  points  of  the  series : — 

1.  Sufficient  Grammar  has  been  included  to 
enable  the  young  student  not  only  to  correct  un- 
grammatical  expressions,  but  to  give  reasons  for 
such  corrections. 

2.  The  sections  on  ''Grammar"  have  been 
separated  from  those  on  /'Composition/'  thus 
rendering  it  easy  to  direct  attention  to  either. 

3.  Book  I.  is  intended  for  the  Lower  Classes 
(Standards  I.  and  II.);  Book  II.  for  the  Middle 
Classes  (Standards  III.  and  IV.);  and  Books  III. 
and  IV.  for  Upper  Classes  (Standards  V.,  VI., 
and  VII.). 

To  provide  "  ready-made  Junior  Clerks ''  is 
not  the  aim  of  Book  IV.  The  intention  is  rather 
to  prepare  our  senior  boys  and  girls  for  the  in- 
telligent management  of  their  own  correspondence 
and  commercial  transactions.
